flames were 
making good headway in tile rear of 
the confectionery, and within a short 
time the entire roo..! was enveloped 
in flames. 
The fire alarm brought a 
large 
number 
of citizens 
to 
the 
square and a stern fight against the 
flames was made. 
The inflainutile 
material in the confectionery fed the 
dames and before any headway could 
he made by fire-figofers, the build­ 
ing and the Donald A Greer stor© 
were doomed. 
The cwo-story build - 
ng on the west e..d of the block 
caught fire several times, and it was 
by hard work Hie flames were kept 
from lapping it up. 
The Prunty den­ 
tal parlors in the second story of the 
building were damaged by smoke and 
water, but most of the furnishings 
were carried out. 
The water pres­ 
sure was splendid and the supply of 
water was sufficient, hut the flames 
had gotten such headway before the 
fight against them began that it was 
impossible to check them until they 
had consumed the three buildings.

DECATUR STATION 
BIG CREAM BUYER 


Decatur now has the largest cream 
station in the state, according to one 
of the largest creameries at Dallas. 
This station is operated by Mr H. L. 
Jones who buys the cream from our 
farmers and sells to the Metzger 
B rothers’ creamery at Dallas. About 
two years ago Mr. Jones began buy­ 
ing cream, and since that tfrne his 
business has steadily increased, yet 
he had no idea he had set a record 
for average shipments of cream until 
informed of the fact by the Dallas 
creamery a few days ago. 
Mr. Jones is now buying on an 
average of 140 gallons of cream eacn 
day, which means 300 pounds of but­ 
ter fat. 
He is paying 34 cents per 
pound, which means that he pays out 
HOO every day to the farm ers of this 
community. 
This $3,000 per month 
paid out to the farm ers is one of the 
main resources of this section of the 
county, and it is proving the method 
by which many are making their liv­ 
ing. 
Mr. Jones has over eighty regular 
cream customers, and he stated yes­ 
terday that every one of those selling 
cream always had money to pay their 
bills, and that none of them bought 
on credit. 
There is no douut but that the 
cream and milk industry, which has 
grown to im portant proportions in 
this section, has be«n the salvation 
of this town and community.

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ROAD BILL TO GIVE 
TEXAS 4 MILLIONS 


W ahington, D. C., Oct. 12.— Texas 
members of congress will support the 
conferees’ report on the Townsend- 
Dowell road bill, which is to come 
To the house this week or early next 
for confirmation. 
The bill as amended eliminates the 
clause which would have compelled 
Texas to amend its constitution or 
enact a law whereby it could appro­ 
priate money for roads under certain 
conditions in order *o benefit by tho 
legislation. 
Under the term s of the 
new bill the secretary of agriculture 
can allot the money to counties in a 
state in proportion to the amount ap­ 
propriated for road building. 
Under the allocation contemplated 
in the bill, Texas will receive about 
$4,000,000 per annum.
